Aunounceweut waa made from Frankfort a few daya ago that the 
deficit in the Btale> finances had been decreased aince November SOtb 
by *l,0»'2,:l. r iMtV The outstanding warrants at that time amouuted 
to S2,12»,oS2 M, with $4o4.S:if, 21 in the Treaaury, while at the pre*, 
ent time theie are 1790^79.94 in the Treaaury. 

On the face of these figure* it might be supposed that the state's 
financial condition ia not aa alarming aa the press of the state baa 
made it apjiear within the last six weeks. But The Evening Post, in 
an editorial, Saturday, shows that tbe present decrease in the deficit 
does not really mean tbat tbe state's finances for tbe year are in any 
lietter coudition than former reports indicated. The decrease is due 
to the fact that most people pay tbeir taxes just before tbe penalty is 
imposed, December lat, and these taxes are turned in to the state 
Treaaury during the mouth of December. Aud while they have come 
in sufficiently witbiu this month to make tbe announced reduction in 
tbe deficit, there will not be sufficient receipts hereafter to continue 
the reduction or bold tbe deficit at it* present figures, am! so, by the 
end of tbe year, the state will be something like two millions in debt. 

The great need ia a complete overhauling of the state's tax sya- 
tetii This would necessitate a special Betision of the Legislature, 
which the Governor ia averse to calling Possibly he is wise. Legis 
lattices are ei|ienaive, and uot even ex|>erienced Governors cau always 
succeed in gettiug ouly good reaults from their delilveratious.
